Technology finally may be solving the thorny 
problem of buying clothing online—that you 
cannot try things on. Through scanners and 
data mining, consumers are now able to get 
a custom fit, saving them time and money 
because they do not have to order multiple 
items and return what doesn’t fit. 

The majority of these new systems do not 
cost a thing for the buyer to use. They are 
more about recommending an exact sizing 
and style than if the customer tries to pick an 
item on their own. 

Given that the average woman has $550 
worth of unused clothing in her closet, ac- 
cording to a recent survey by vouchercloud. 
net, a retail coupon site, shoppers could use 
a little help paring down their purchases to 
things they actually like and will wear.

The technology then analyzes billions of data 
points to make clothing recommendations; 
the more a person uses it, the more True Fit 
“learns” about what works for them. 

“Tt helps us zero in on some things that fit 
them in real life,” co-founder Romney Evans 
said. “We also look at past sales information 


so we can get smart about a recommendation. 
It’s really an ongoing conversation with cus- 
tomers, and those conversations will get bet- 
ter with time.”

300 total images in 40 seconds. 

As of now, this kind of fitting can’t be done 
via the Web, but Left Shoe store co-owner 
Patrick Mayworm says a mobile-based system 
is coming.

At Stitch Fix it takes about 10 minutes to 
complete a profile that addresses size, style, 
shape and lifestyle—as well as your shop- 
ping budget. A personal stylist then picks five 
items for you. It costs $20, but that amount 
applies to paying for the clothes you keep. 
If you keep all five, you get a 25 percent dis- 
count; if you return any, there are no restock- 
ing fees and Stitch Fix pays the postage. 

The average spend per item is $55, which 
“is very similar to retailers like the Gap,” 
Stitch Fix founder and CEO Katrina Lake 
said. “They’re also saving money that they 
would otherwise spend on gas to get to the 
mall, or on shipping and returns for online 
purchases,” she adds.

You can get recommendations via social me- 
dia from companies like Zappos. All you have 
to do is type #nextootd on your Instagram 
postings and they'll respond to you based on 
your user profile. And starting in June, Zap- 
pos also will offer #askzappos, where you can 
snap a picture of an outfit you like and get 
help finding out where to buy it.

A few months ago, I absentmindedly 
bought a shirt at a Betty Who concert. In my 
excitement, I didn’t realize that it showed a 
strip of my stomach until I threw it on the 
next morning. When I saw the little pudge- 
window, my first response was, “Great, now 
I’m going to have to give it away.” 

Then I paused. Why, I thought, was I go- 
ing to throw out a baby-soft shirt bearing the 
name of an artist I love (that I had paid way 
too much money for)? Sure, I was a little self- 
conscious about my belly, but what was the 
worst that could happen? If somebody didn’t 
like it, that was their problem, not mine. 

For possibly the first time ever, I was con- 


fident wearing something that traditionally 
wouldn't be “acceptable” for my body type.

Too often, people—women, in particu- 
lar—fall into the trap of believing it’s our job 
to make sure others are comfortable with 
our appearances. The media constructs an 
aesthetic expectation for us, and it becomes 
our responsibility to conform to “rules” for 
our outfits that will ensure no one ever has 
to remember that most people really don’t 
look like Zoe Saldana or Emma Watson. The 
public’s perceptions of those women, after 
all, are essentially fictional, or at least cre- 
ated from filters of tabloids and Photoshop. 
The average person basically can treat them 
like a character in a novel. 

So when in-the-flesh women don’t fit 
these generally unattainable molds, they 
remind others that they’re real humans, 
not just objects of lust or disdain. And that 
makes some people mighty uneasy, or even 
aggressive. I’ve had dudes inform me on the 
street that my thighs have too much cel- 
lulite for me to be wearing short shorts, for 
example, and even other women have gently 
told me that I should steer clear of halter 
tops, with shoulders like mine. 

And you know what? Screw’em. 

If wearing something more revealing than 
usual makes you feel hot, or relaxed, or even 
alittle less like peeling your own skin off in 
this weather, then wear it. And if seeing you 
in it makes other people stress out, that’s 
their concern. Strut your stuff and get to 
working on that zombie book.

It’s summer in Chicago. Expect steamy hook- 
ups, heated arguments and simply one hot 
mess. 

Especially if MTV films “Real World” in the 
Windy City this summer. 

RW Productions got city zoning approval in 
June to set up a seven-bed temporary residence 
in the two-story building that once housed the 
Bon V nightclub in the West Loop. 

The Chicago ‘Tribune has _ reported 
that filming likely will begin in August for 
12 weeks. But when contacted RedEye, MTV 
said it “can’t confirm anything at this time.” 

The last time MTV came to Chicago was 
Summer 2001, when cameras followed the 
roommates inside their Wicker Park loft while 
residents outside protested the neighbor- 
hood’s gentrification. Viewers watched the 
cast go to Northalsted Market Days, ride the 
“L,” work at Humboldt Park and Daley Plaza 
and react to the 9/11 attacks. MTV showed off 
the city in scenic shots of the lakefront, Michi-

gan Avenue and the Hancock Center. 

Much has changed since the Chicago sea- 
son aired in 2002. Chicago got a new mayor. 
Sen. Barack Obama became president. Mil- 
lennium Park opened. The Sears Tower was 
renamed the Willis Tower. The White Sox 
won the World Series. The Hawks won the 
Stanley Cup twice. 


The show aired before the smoking ban, 
legalized gay marriage, the second Iraq war, 
iPhones, Facebook and even RedEye. 

RedEye rewinds to the 2001 season, brings 
you up to speed on the show’s new Chicago 
neighborhood and suggests some jobs for the 
Chicago cast.

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The neighborhood 


Then: By the time “Real World” came to 
Wicker Park, it was a neighborhood in 
the midst of gentrification. The gritty, 
affordable, artistic community was 
transitioning into a neighborhood that 
became a magnet for trendy boutiques, 
delectable restaurants and rising rents. 
As new condos have popped up since, 
the neighborhood has evolved into a 
vibrant destination but still retains its 
bohemian character with mainstays like 
the Double Door, Empty Bottle, Rain- 
bo Club and Myopic Books. 

During filming, a number of protest- 
ers shouted outside the “Real World” 
house in opposition of MTV’s parent 
company Viacom invading their neigh- 
borhood and its overall gentrification. 
Cast members found red paint splat- 
tered on the front door and messages 
such as “I am not an actor in my neigh- 
borhood” written in chalk outside. 

But the show also gave buzz to busi- 
nesses, including Piece Brewery and 
Pizzeria, which opened across the street 
the same summer the show filmed.

“For us, it was obviously a good thing but 
also quite challenging from an operations 
point of view because we were just opening 
up,” Piece owner Bill Jacobs said. 

He picked that location because there was 
no pizza joint or sports bar nearby. “It was still 
alittle sketchy, but we've really seen the devel- 
opment of a strong market,” he said. 

The cast often went there to eat. Cast mem- 
bers Tonya and Cara worked as a server and as 
a hostess, respectively, for a couple of weeks. 
The cameras followed. 

“Tt was great and drove a big crowd wanting 
to get a look at these kids,” Jacobs said. 


Now: Even without “Real World,” much atten- 
tion already is being paid to the West Loop. In 
April, Forbes Travel Guide called it “Chicago’s 
hippest neighborhood.” In the past few years, 
the West Loop transformed from abandoned 
warehouses into pricey lofts and a foodie ha- 
ven with chefs like Grant Achatz, Curtis Duffy 
and Paul Kahan setting up shop. And don’t for- 
get “Top Chef” winner Stephanie Izard, who 
opened the popular Girl and the Goat and 
Little Goat restaurants on Randolph Street. 
“It’s growing faster now than I’ve ever 
seen it before in [the] last 20 years,” said Dan 


Krasny, owner of Vivo restaurant on Randolph 
Street since 1991. He said he’s all for the show 
taping in the West Loop because it will bring 
more recognition to the idea that production 
is happening in the neighborhood housing 
Harpo Studios only for the next two years. 

Some residents worry that the problems 
Wicker Park neighbors faced in 2001 when the 
show filmed will shift to the West Loop. Patti 
Mocco referred to the protesters spilling into 
the street and gawkers trying to get on TV. 

“The consensus is we didn’t want the West 
Loop to be labeled with this kind of crazy de- 
bauchery thing of these young adults,” said 
Mocco, a board member of the Neighbors of 
West Loop. 

Residents and business owners voiced their 
concerns at a community meeting earlier in 
June. MTV assured them they would be moni- 
toring the show’s cast, said Martha Goldstein, 
executive director of West Loop Community 
Organization. 

Several area businesses also have expressed 
interest in getting involved with the filming, 
she said. 

“It seems to me as long as they’re good 
neighbors and respect the community, we’re 
pleased to have them here,” Goldstein said. 


The jobs 


Most seasons of the “Real 
World” have required the 

cast to work. We give sug- 
gestions to MTV on what 
jobs the cast could have in 
Chicago this time around.

Meanwhile, 

Chicago’s thinking: 
“That’s great and all, but 
reports say Anthony is 
preparing to re-sign with 
the Knicks.

Anthony re-signs with the Knicks

wavered,” Anthony posted on his website. 


Meanwhile, Chicago’s thinking: 
“Carmelo, you're no better than LeBron. 
You'll never know how good you would 
have had it in Chicago. And if Josh Planos 
of The Washington Post is correct, Gasol’s 
way better than Carlos Boozer.” 

(Among those stats Planos references in 
his post Sunday: “Boozer averaged 

2.9 assists per 100 possessions a season 
ago; Gasol averaged 5.2.”) 


Boozer is history. The Bulls either 
will trade him by Wednesday or am- 
nesty him and his $16.8 million deal, 
giving them room to sign Gasol. 


Derrick Rose has won over Doug 
McDermott. “[During practice] 
he’s finding a lot of us on passes 
we never knew could be done.” 
McDermott said of his new team- 
mate. “He looks healthy. ... He 
looked like the old D-Rose to me.” 

More help is coming. The Bulls 
have agreed to terms with Kirk 
Hinrich, and 23-year-old Nikola 
Mirotic of Spain tweeted Sunday 
that he’s joining the Bulls next sea- 
son.

Imagine you see 
former Cub Ryan 
Dempster leaving a 
restaurant in Chi- 
cago. He’s wearing 
the hard-to-miss 
World Series ring he 
won with the Boston 
Red Sox last year 
and, like so many 
people would, you 
want to take a photo 
with it. It feels like 
just about everyone 
in this city has a photo with the Stanley Cup 
trophy, but a picture with a World Series 
ring? You'll be the envy of your Facebook 
friends. The valet hands Dempster the keys 
to what is most likely an impressive car, and 
now you need to make a decision. You’re not 
sure you'll have this opportunity again. 

Do you approach Dempster? In this case, 
you can. Dempster says so. 

“T enjoy sharing it with people,” Dempster 
said Saturday at Toast the Champ for 22q—a 
Dempster Family Foundation fundraiser at 
Howells & Hood to raise awareness for 22q 
deletion syndrome. “It’s a great, special thing 


for me. I want them to get a feel for what it’s 
like and what it looks like. I don’t wear the 
ring every day, but I wear it a lot, like when I 
go out to a nice dinner.” 

Dempster, 37, played 16 seasons in the ma- 
jor leagues, nearly nine with the Cubs. The 
father of three announced in February he 
would take the year off to spend more time 
with his family and focus on his health. 

Dempster’s daughter Riley was diagnosed 
with 22q two days after she was born; it 
affected her speaking and breathing and led 
him to get involved with the cause. Now 
he gets to spend the time with Riley—and 
his other children, Brady and Finley—that 
he wasn’t able to while playing baseball, 
whether it’s wearing tiaras during dress-up 
time or unintentionally learning the words 
to “Let It Go” from Disney’s “Frozen.” 

“TYou learn] just how fast kids grow up,” 
Dempster said of his time away from the 
game. “When you're playing baseball, you’re 
gone for a week, and when you're home, 
you're busy the whole time. I got to chase my 
goals for a long time, and now I get to watch 
my kids chase theirs.” 

Besides spending time with his kids, the 
two-time All-Star has been traveling and ap-

pearing on MLB Network as a studio analyst 
for a few days each month. 

“When you get the camera in front of 
you, you feel like you can say you know it all 
because you played it,” Dempster said about 
his MLB Network gig. “But you have to stay 
humble and remind yourself how hard the 
game is to play. I approach it that way. My 
mentality has always been positive. I’m not 
the type to rip a guy. [Players] say I’m doing 
a good job. I don’t know if they’re blowing 
smoke up my dress.” 

Dempster said he occasionally misses the 
camaraderie in the locker room. But other 
than that, he’s at peace with his decision. 
And while he hasn’t closed the door on 
his career, he said he hasn’t had the itch to 
return either. 

“Fortunately, I haven’t missed it,” Demp- 
ster said. “Not yet. With the way things 
ended with the World Series, I don’t feel like 
I’m missing it. Hopefully I don’t ever get that 
feeling.”
